She  lette  no  morfel  from  hire  lippes  falle, 
Ne  wette  hire  fingres  in  hire  fauce  depe. 
Wel  coude  Ihe  carie  a  morfel,  and  wel  kept,  130 
Thatte  no  drope  ne  fell  upon  hire  breft. 
In  curtefie  was  fette  ful  moche  hire  left.

Of  a  folempne  and  grete  fraternite. 
Ful  frelhe  and  newe  hir  gere  ypiked  was. 
Her  knives  were  ychaped  not  with  bras. 
But  all  with  filver,  wrought  ful  dene  and  wel,

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The  trees  did  bud,  and  early  blofTomes  bore. 
And  all  the  quire  of  birds  did  fwectly  fing,  215 
And  told  that  gardins  pleafures  in  their  caroling. 

And  fhe,  more  fweete  then  any  bird  on  bough. 
Would  oftentimes  emongfl  them  beare  a  part. 
And  ftrive  to  pafTe  (as  fhe  could  well  enough) 
Tbeir  native  muficke  by  her  flcilful  art :        220 
So  did  Ihe  all,  that  might  his  conftant  hart 
Withdraw  from  thought  of  warlike  entcrprize. 
And  drowne  in  diffolute  delights  apart. 
Where  noife  of  armes,  or  vcw  of  martiall  guize 
Might  not  revive  defire  of  Ijnighjly  exerpize.  225 

But  he  was  wife,  and  wary  of  her  will. 

And  ever  held  his  hand  upon  his  hart : 

Yet  would  not  feeme  fo  rude,  and  thewcd  ill. 

As  to  defpife  fo  curteous  fceming  part. 

That  gentle  lady  did  to  him  jmpart ;  1 30 

"    But,  fairly  tcmpring,  fond  dcfire  fubdewd. 
And  ever  her  defired  to  depart : 
She  lift  not  hcare,  but  her  difports  pourfewd. 

And  ever  bad  him  ilay,  till  time  the  tide  renevvd. 

And  now  by  this  Cymochles  howre  was  fpcnt.

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In  flouthfull  fleep  his  molten  hart  to  fteme.

And  in  the  way  he  with  fir  Guyon  mett, 
Acccmpanyde  with  Phasdria  the  faire, 
Eftfoones  he  gan  to  rage,  and  inly  frett,        241^ 
Crying,  Let  be  that  lady  debcnaire. 
Thou  recreaunt  knight,  and  foone  thy  felfe  pre- 

paire 
To  batteile,  if  thou  meane  her  love  to  gayn  : 
Loc,  loe,  already,  how  the  fowles  in  aire      ajc* 
Doe  flocke,  awaiting  (hortly  to  obtayn 
Thy  carcas  for  their  prey,  the  guerdon  of  thy  payn  \ 

And  therewithrfll  he  fiersly  at  him  flew. 
And  with  importune  outrage  him  afTayld  ; 
Who  foone,  prepard  to  field,  liis  fword  forth  drew. 
And  him  with  equall  valevv  countervayld  : 
Their  mightie  P.rokes  their  haberjeons  difiiiayld. 
And  naked  made  each  others  manly  fpalles  ; 
The  Hicrtall  lleele  defpitcously  entayld 
Decpe  in  their  flefli,  quite   through  the  yroA 
walks,  260 

That  a  large  purple  ftream  adovvn  thcir  giambeu-^ 
falks 
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Cymochles,  that  had  never  mett  before 
So  puifTant  foe,  with  envious  defpight     . 
His  prowd  prefumed  force  increafed  more, 
Difdeigning  to  be  held  fo  long  in  fight ;.      265 
Sir  Guyon  grudging  not  fo  much  his  might. 
As  thofe  unknightly  raylinges,  which  he  fpoke. 
With  wrathfull  fire  his  corage  kindled  brightj 
Thereof  devifing  fliortly  to  be  wroke. 
And  doubling   all    his  poyvres,  redoubled  every 
itroke.  170 

Both  of  them  high  attonce  their  hands  enhaunft. 
And  both  attonce  their  huge  blowes  down  did 

fway  ; 
Cymochles  fword  on  Guyons  fliield  yglaunft. 
And  thereof  nigh  one  quarter  fheardaway; 
But  Guyons  angry  blade  fo  fiers  did  play      275 
On  th'others  helmett,  which  as  Titan  {hone, 
That  quite  it  clove  his  plumed  creft  in  tvvay, 
And  bared  all  his  head  unto  the  bone  ; 
Wherewith  altoniiht,  Itill  he  flood,  as  fenceleflc 
ftone. 

Still  as  he  flood,  fayre  Phaedria,  that  beheld  280 
That  deadly  dau.»gjr,  ibone  atweene  them  ran. 
And  at  their  feet  iier  felfe  mofl  humbly  feld. 
Crying  with  piiieous  voyce,  and  count'nance 
i^an: 
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Ah  well  away  !  moft  noble  lords,  how  can 
Your  cruell  eyes  endure  fo  pitteous  fight,    -285 
To  ftied  your  lives  on  ground  ?  wo  worth  the  man/ 
That  firll  did  teach  the  curfed  fteele  to  bight 
Id  liis  ownc  flelh,  and  make  way  to  the  living  fpright  I 

If  ever  love  of  lady  did  empierce 
Your  yron  breftes,  or  pittie  could  find  place,  290 
Withhold  your  bloody  handes  from  battaill  fierce  j 
And  fith  for  me  ye  fight,  to  me  this  grace 
Both  yield,  to  ftay  your  deadly  ftryfe  a  fpace. 
They  ftayd  a  while  ;  and  forth  flie  gan  proceed  :

So  (Iretcht  out  huge  in  length  the  arch-fiend  lay 
Chain'd  on  the  burning  lake,  nor  ever  thence    210 
Had  ris'n  or  heav'd  his  head,  but  that  the  will 
And  high  permifiion  of  all  ruling  heaven 
Left  him  at  large  to  his  own  dark  defigns. 
That  with  reiterated  crimes  he  might. 
Heap  on  himfelf  damnation,  while  he  fought 
Evil  to  others,  and  enrag'd  might  fee

Over  the  burning  marie,  not  like  thofe  fteps 
On  heavens  azure,  and  the  torrid  clime 
Smorc  on  him  fore  befides,  vaulted  with  fire; 
Nathlefs  he  fo  endur'd,  till  on  the  beach 
Of  that  inflamed  Tea.  he  ftood  and  call'd 
His  legions,  angel  forms,  who  lay  intrans't         300 
Thick  as  autumnal  leaves,  that  ftrow  the  brooks 
In  Vallombrofa,  where  th'  Etrurian  fhades 
High  overarch't  imbowr ;  or  fcatterd  fedge 
Afloat,  when  with  fi^rrce  winds  Orion  arm'd 
Hath  vext  the   red-fta   coaft,  whofc  waves  ore-

Bufirii  and  his  Memphian  chivalrie. 
While  uith  perfidious  hatred  they  purfu'd 
The  fcujoorners  of  Goflien,  who  beheld 
I'rom  the  fafj  fhore  ihcir  floating  carkafcs         3iq 
And  b.okcn.chsric:  whech,  fo  thick  heflrown 
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Abje£l  and  loft  lay  thefe,  covering  the  flood, 
U'vier  amazsment  of  their  hideous  change. 
He  call'd  fo  loud,  that  all  the  hollow  deep 
Of  hell  refounded.     Princes,  potentates, 
Warriers,  the  flovvr  of  heav'n,  once  youri,  now  loll. 
If  fuch  aftoniihment  as  this  can  fi,eze 
Eternal  fpirits ;  or  have  ye  chos'n  thi*  place 
After  the  toyl  of  battel  to  repofe 
\''ouf  wearied  vertue,  for  the  eafe  you  find         3201 
To  fiumber  here,  as  in  the  vales  of  heav'n  ? 
Or  in  this  abjeft  pofture  have  ye  fworn 
To  adore  the  conquerour  ?  who  now  beholds 
Cherube  and  feraph  fowling  in  the  fiood 
With  fcatter'd  arms  and  enfigns,  till  anon 
His  fwift  purfuers  from  heav'n  gates  difcern 
Th'  advantage,  and  defcending  tread  us  down 
Thus  drooping,  or  with  linked  thunderbolts 
Transfix  us  to  the  bottom  of  this  gulfe. 
Awake,  arife,  or  be  for  ever  faH'n.  330 

They   heard,  and  were  aba  Hit,   and  up   the/ 
fprung 
Upon  the  wing,  as  when  men  wont  to  watch 
On  duty,  fleeping  found  by  whom  they  dread, 
Roufe  and  bettir  themfelves  ere  well  awake. 
Nor  did  they  not  perceave  the  evil  plight 
In  which  they  were,  or  the  fierce  piihs  not  feci  ^ 
Yet  to  their  generals  voyce  they  foon  obcyd 
innumcra,ble.    As  when  ^he  potent  r»jd 
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Of  Amrams  fon  in  Egypts  evill  day 
Wav'd  round  the  coaft,  up  call'd  a  pitchy  cloud

While  the  promifcous  croud  flood  yet  aloof.       38#. 

The  chief  were  thofe  who  from  the  pit  of  hell 

Roaming  to  feek  their  prey  on  earth,  durft  fix 

Their  feats  long  after  next  the  feat  of  god, 

Their  altars  by  his  altar,  gods  ador'd 

Among  the  nations  round,  and  durft  abide 

Jehovah  thundring  out  of  Sion,  thron'd 

Between  the  cherubim  ;  yea,  often  plac'd 

Within  his  fanfluary  it  felf  their  fljrines. 

Abominations  ;  and  with  curfed  things 

His  holy  riles,  and  folemn  feafts  profaii'd,        39» 

And  with  their  darknefs  durft  affront  hjs  light. 
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Firft  Moloch,  horrid  king,  befmear'd  with  blood- 
Of  human  facrifice,  and  parents  tears. 
Though  for  the  noyfe  of  drums  and  timbrels  loud

And  Heronaim,  Seons  realm,  beyond 
T'he  flowry  dale  of  Sibma  clad  with  vines. 
And  Eleale,  to  th'  Afph.iltick  pooi. 
Peor  his  other  name>  when  he  entic'd 
Ifrael  in  Sittim»  on  their  march  from  Nile> 
To  do  him  wanton  rites,  which  coft  them  woe. 
Yet  thence  his  luftfui  orgies  he  enlarg'd 
Even  to  that  hill  of  fcandal,  by  the  grove         41 5 
Of  Moloch  homicide,  luft  hard  by  hate; 
Till  good  Jofidh  drove  thsm  thenee  to  hell.

Whofe  wanton  pafiions  in  the  facred  porch

His  eye  furvay'd  the  d ark  idolatries 

Of  alienated  Judah.     Next  came  one 

Who  mourn'd  in  earnert,  when  the  captive  ark 

Maim'd  his  brute  image,  head  and  hands  lopt  off 

In  his  own  temple,  on  the  grunfel  edge,  460 

Where  he  fell  flat,  and  (ham'd  his  worfhipers  ;

In  fhape  and  gefture  proudly  eminent  5p» 

Stood  like  a  towr ;  his  form  had  yet  not  Io(i 

All  her  original  brightnefs,  nor  appear'd 

Lefs  than  arch  angel  ruind,  and  th'  excefs 

Of  glory  obfcur'd  :  as  when  the  fun  new  ris'n

To  work  in  clofe  defign,  by  fraud  or  guile 
What  force  efFefted  not ;  that  he  no  lefs 
At  length  from  us  may  find,  who  overcomes 
By  force,  hath  overcome  but  half  his  foe. 
Space  may  produce  new  worlds ;  whereof  fo  rife 
There  went  a  fame  in  heav'n  that  he  ere  long 
Intended  to  create,  and  therein  plant

Xerxes,  Jting  of  Pcrfia,  having  draivn  together  the 
nvholc  force  of  his  empire ,  and  faffed  over  the 
Hcllefpont  into  77jrace,  vjith  a  dejign  to  conquer 
Greece,  the  deputies  from  the  feveral  fates  of  that 
country,  vjho  had  fame  time  before  affemhlcd  them- 
f elves  at  the  Ifihmui  of  Corinth  to  deliberate  on  proper 
meafures  for  rrffing  the  invader^  ivere  no  fooner 
apprii'd  of  his  march  into  Tljrace^  than  they  deter- 
min*d  'without  further  dc'ay  to  difpute  his  pajfage  at 
the  firaits  of  Thermopylae  the  mnf  accrjjiblc  part  of 
Greece  on  the  fide  of  Thrace  and  Thejfaly.  Alpheus, 
one  of  the  deputies  from  Sparta,  repairs  to  that  city, 
and  communicates  this  refolution  to  bis  countrymen ; 
tuho  chanced  that  day  to  be  rffemhlcd  in  exteHalion

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of  rece'i'ving  an  anf-Mer  from  Apollo^  to  ijjhom  they 
had  fent  a  mrffcnger  to  confult  about  the  event  of  the 
war.  LeolychicieSy  one  of  their  tiuo  kings^  counfcls 
the  people  to  ad'vance  no  further  than  the  Ifthmui  of 
Corinth^  ivhich  feparatcs  the  Pelt>ponnefus,  vjhere 
Lacedamrn  was  ftuated,  from  the  refl  of  Greete ; 
hut  LeonidaSy  the  other  hing^  d'Jfuades  them  from  it, 
jigist  the  mr^enger^  vjbo  had  been  diputed  to  Delphos^ 
and  brother  to  the  queen  of  Leon'tdaSy  returns  with 
the  oracle  ;  luhich  denounces  ruin  to  the  Lacedamo* 
nians,  unlefs  one  of  their  kings  lays  down  his  life  for 
the  public,  Leonidas  offers  himfelf  for  the  vi^im» 
Three  hundred  Spartans  are  chofen  to  accompany  him 
to  ThermopyliCy  and  jJlpheus  returns  to  the  Ifihtnus, 
Leonidas  after  an  interview  with  h'S  queen  departs 
from  haccdainon.  At  the  end  of  fix  days  he  en* 
camps  near  the  IJihmus,  ivhen  he  is  join  d  by  Alpheus\ 
who  dcfcribes  the  auxiliaries^  that  wait  at  the  Ifthmus^ 
thife  <who  are  already  pojfefs^d  of  Thermopylae  as 
alfo  the  pafs  itfelf\  and  concludes  imth  a  relation  of 
the  captivity  of  his  brother  Poly  dor  us  in  Perfia. 

XxEHEARSE.O  mufe,  the  deeds  and  glorious  death 
Of  that  fam'd  Spartan,  who  withftood  the  pow'r 
Of  Xerxes  near  Thermopylae,  and  fell 
To  fave  his  country.     When  from  Afia's  coaft 
Witli  half  the  nations  of  the  peopled  globe  5

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The  Perfian  king  the  Hellefpont  had  pafs'd. 
And  now  in  Thrace  his  boundlefs  camp  was  fpread  j 
Soon  to  the  Ifthmus,  where  th'  aflexnbled  chiefs

How  beft  their  menac'd  liberties  to  guard,  ip 

The  dreadful  tidings  reach'd.     The  near  approach 
Of  Afia's  lord  determines  their  refolves. 
Thefe  they  convey  to  all  the  Grecian  Hates, 
Back  to  Eurotas'  fhores,  where  Sparta  rofe, 
Laconian  Alpheus  fpeeds  ;  in  council  there         15

With  ghaftly  eye*balls  on  the  hero  bent. 
And  horrour  living  in  their  marble  form  ;         1 10 
Thus,  with  amazement  rooted,  where  they  flood. 
And  froze  with  fpeechlcfs  terrour,  on  their  kings, 
The  Spartans  gaz'd  :  but  foon  their  anxious  look? 
All  on  the  great  Leonidas  unite. 
Long  known  his  country's  refuge.     He  alone  115 
-Hemains  unlhakcn.    Rifing  he  difplays 
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His  godlike  prefence.     Dignity  and  grace 
Adorn  his  frame,  and  manly  beauty,  join'd 
With  ftrength  Herculean.     On  his  afpeft  Ihines 
Sublimeft  virtue,  and  defire  of  fame,  i  iO 

Where  juftice  gives  the  laurel ;  in  his  eye 
The  inextinguilhable  fpark,  which  fires 
The  fouls  of  patriots:  while  his  brow  fapports 
Undaunted  valour,  and  contempt  of  death. 
jSerene  he  rofe,  and  thus  addrefs'd  the  throng.  125 

Why  this  aftoni(hment  on  ev'ry  face, 
y^  men  of  Sparta  ?  Does  the  name  of  death 
Create  this  fear  and  wonder  ?  O  my  friends ! 
Why  do  we  labour  through  the  arduous  paths 
Which  lead  to  virtue  ?  Fruitlefs  were  the  toil,  1 30 
Above  the  reach  of  human  feet  were  plac'd 
The  diftant  fumrait,  if  the  fear  of  death 
Could  intercept  pur  paflage.     But  in  vain 
His  blackell  frowns  and  terrours  he  aHumes 
To  fhake  the  firmnefs  of  the  mind,  which  knows

He  iaid.     New  wonder  fix'd  the  gazing  throngs

The  arch  of  heav'n  refounded,  when  amid 
Th'  a<ren>bly  ftood  Dieneces,  and  fpake.  150 

So  from  Thermopylae  may  Sparta's  fhouts 
Affright  the  ear  of  Afia  !  Halle,  my  friends. 
To  guard  the  gates  of  Greece,  which  open  fland 
To  Tyranny  and  Rapine.     They  with  dread 
Will  fhrink  before  your  ft^ndards,  and  again,  155
